A number of Colored people ware 
presenfTn Judge Ferns' Court Wednes- 
day afternoon on tbe argument on the 
tut of Chan. Fred; White el nl vs. tbe 
Springfield Park Board, K. D. UoXaU 
end June* O. Sylvia, which nu brought 
but week to real rain the defendants 
from interfering With plaintiff* in their 
enjoyment of the bathing privilege! at 
the Bunn Park Beach. 

Attorney B. O. Clanton presented 
tho CoJoted people's aicjo .of the oaae 
in a master! y . man nor. He defined the 
di5er«st . kind* -el righta »;ii- distin- 
guished the one nere_ violated aa a civil 
right, ail though bin opponent of the op- 
posite race attempted to confuse the 
court by asserting it to be a "per- 
sonal" right. In the light of all the 
decisions and atatutes cited by the eom- 
plainanta, however, thi* was an absurd 
contention. The civil righti statute of 
lllinoia .define* the right to be accom- 
modated at, "inns," "reatauranta," 
"bath houses," etc., a* a civil right, 
and Atty. Clanton and Cbarlea Fred 



White had numerous other authoritiee 
to support their case. So thorough 
Atty. Clanton "a presentation of the 
tentiona of hi! race, represented by tbe 
complainants, that Mr. Catron, the Park 
Board'* attorney, nan left with hardly 
a. foothold to atand upon. Hi* argu 
ment Was literally riddled by the hot 
ahot from hia Colored adveraary. 

The matter in controversy arose out 
of the refusal on Thursday, July 27, by 
E. V. McNeil, one of tbe conceaaionaira 
of the Bunn Park pavilion and bathing 
beach, to rent bathing auita or dreaaing 
room* to White and aeveral others, or 
even to" allow them to swim in the lak< 
if they furnished* their own auita. The 
anit for injunction was entered to 
core them their rights. 

After listening very attentively 
tbe argument on both aides, Judge 
Fern* said that he would redder a die 
cUion within a few days, after he bud 
examined tbe briefa of the two ait 
toroeys. — Forum.

Parti's letters to the church 
Oorinth are a divine commentary open 
church government. 
herance to the principles enunciated 
and a clearer interpretation of those 
principles 
would save ns from many errors and 
heartaches, In this rich and populous 
nation the lesson for consideration to- 
day 1* roost vital, for it concerns one 
of the fundamental .principles which 
nnderly the progress of mankind aa 
wall aa the kingdom of God, 

I. Cheerful Giving (vv. 1-7). One of 

the dangers assailing tbe early Cfaru- 
Hau cuuxch was mitt of .ulTialoo be- 
tween the Jewish and Gentile believ- 
ers. One party suggested that the 
Gentiles ought to have a closer onion 
with the Jews; on the other hand, .car' 
tain Gentiles could not ace the 
tx of the Jewish ceremonial,' and In 
thia Paul agreed with them, sad there- 
fere they refused to assume any un- 
necessary burden. The great feasts 
st Jerusalem, were crowded with nil 
griius, both jews and Jewish Chris- 
tians. The pilgrims were often very 
poor, and fatigue must have fostered 
diseases. Here thai ' was a place 
where a work of ministry to the needy 
might to done with the money which 
had been systematically gathered 
through the weekly contributions of 
Chriitlsn believers, Mote how skill- 
fully Paul annealed to these Corin- 
thians. He recognises their forward- 
ness of mind and their seal (vv. 1 and 
2, Am. it.). Moat delicately does he 
compliment them upon their work, for, 
aald he, "I glory In your behalf." 

-He desired their collections to be a 
matter of bounty, and not of covetoua- 
ness fir extortion. PsuTa principle of 
■rrlns U that tt shell be a matter Of 
free and beneficent gtfts, not a matter 
of covetous greed ; not a quid pro quo. 
Be e*ys that they wto sow aparioglr 
atoll reap sparingly. 

II. The Results of Olwlng (vv. 8-15). 
The law of rasping according to the 
■eed we sow and of sesplng in propor- 
tion to the quality and ojuantlty of the 
seed sown H also to be supplemented 
by the law of-lh» necessity of sys- 
tematic giving (Seel Gcr. 16:1). One 
of the sweetest and most cheerful and 
mnplstng; paomlses. of the 



verse 8 of this section, 
"God la able." He ls'eble to make sU 
grace abound, and to does, this "to 
the bountiful giver." Nothing mors 
surely limits the mesaura of grace that 
we receive than our penurious, nig- 
gardly giving (PhlL 4:10 and context). 
Thia "giving of grace Is 'In order that 
ye always havlsg all sufficiency In all 
thl dcs may abound unto every good 
work." God's abundant grace, la be- 
etowed upon us that we amy work for 
other*, and irve abounding; sufficient 
lives in everything, liow poor indeed 
our lives mm sppehr when' measured 
by the Standard of this vease. literal- 
ly this Is "hilsrlona glvlnc" God loves 
the futl-Bouled, hilarious giver who 
gives time snd money. Such giving Is 
like onto God's giving, who gave his 
only begotten son. If we sow aa God 
provides, he will multiply the aeed for 
sowing and Increase the fruits of our 
righteousness. If we do-hot sow, he 
will cease to supply. 

This liberality will work through us 
to bthera and thanksgiving to God on 
the part of those who receive (v. 11, U. 
V.J. Such grVing abounds to Us honor 
and glory through- the many thanks- 
givings which It will occasion (Heb. 
13:15). The more we give, the more 
God Mil Increase our power to give, 
and In thia way we will be enriched in 
everything: unto all liberality (Prov. 
1124-19). The Church la Jerusalem. 
when the saints of Oorinth had given 
proof by tbe ministration to their need, 
would glorify God for the obedience of 
the saints In Corinth snd their confes- 
sion of the gospel of Christ, and also 
for the liberality of their contribution 
unto them (v. 13, B. V.). They would 
repay their generosity with prayer (v. 
14. it. V.) snd they would long after 
them by reason of the grace of God 
which was In them. 

Panl'S worvis ' about our giving with 
thanksgiving to God for hie unspeak- 
able gift— -(See Ch. 8:0) the unspeak- 
able gift of God, Jesus Christ (John 
3:n3; Bom. 8:32)— is an exhortation 
to us. Nothing should so mots us to 
give to others as the thought at what 
Cjpd has given of bis very best and 
dearest for us. 

The Sunday school, an tbe training 
school of the church, ought to give in- 
struction not alone In salvation troth 
and life teaching, but also in systematic 
giving. Train the children early to 
give to tbe church a portion of thetr 
sabatance, and they will IssSa to love 
It and support It In tbe years to come.
